New beat manager for Crewkerne 


CREWKERNE'S new beat manager 
PC Peter Paskin officially introduced 
himself at the annual town meeting. 
He said he was "very enthusiastic, 
keen and approachable". 

PC Paskin contined:"l am zero tol¬ 
erance and I'm not a lazy policeman 
I want to get things done. It's a 
changing climate of Government 
cutbacks and the front office will be 
closed but it's important to remem¬ 
ber we are still here and will be hold¬ 
ing a lot more beat surgeries and be 
more visible on the streets with our 
three PCSOs, so do come and speak 
to us. 

"There is also a hatch phone at the 
police station which you can use if 
you have a problem." 

He reported that in Crewkerne, 
criminal damage was the biggest 
problem, three times more than any 
other recorded crime. Theft from 
cars was also an issue and he urged 
people not to leave sat navs and 
mobile phones visible, 



esidents were 
Foufcards stating their 
priorities and PC Paskin promised to 
put anything that occurred on sev¬ 
eral of the cards at the top of his hit 
list. 

He said crime prevention work 


was the most important part of his 
job as a beat manager, and one as¬ 
pect of this was the marking of 
property, adding that a lot of prop¬ 
erty was recovered with no means 
of tracing the ownership. Farm 
Watch and Horse Watch schemes 
added to the Neighbourthood 
Watch were proving successful. 

The beat manager also said 
Speedwatch was going from 
strength to strength but that cur¬ 
rently officers were not spending as 
much time supporting the volun¬ 
teers as he would like and he hoped 
to address that. 

Internet safety with young people, 
road safety work with primary 
schools, information on disabled 
parking and rogue traders were all 
issues being addressed and PC 
Paskin wanted everyone to realise 
the level of work that was done with 
small groups and individuals to im¬ 
prove community safety. 


county councillors that got 
the county council into this 
financial mess with a £354 
million debt, which is cost¬ 
ing the county £100,000 a 
day, in loan repayments. 
Therefore, they must make 
cuts or risk the county be¬ 
coming bankrupt.”

Recycling charge 

NOW that the official charge at Crewkerne Recy¬ 
cling Centre is £1.20 per visit thanks to the inter¬ 
vention of the town council who have agreed to 
underwrite a loss of up to £10,000 for the three 
month trial period, there has been a mixed reac¬ 
tion from users. 

Some have turned away refusing to pay and the 
councillors and Somerset Waste Partnership want 
to emphasise that fly tipping and landfill costs end 
up back on the whole community as increased 
council tax. Their message is please pay up or face 
higher bills further down the line.

Number of Borrowers 
remortgaging at its 
highest level since 2008 

STEVE SIVELL from Mortgage Advice Bureau com¬ 
ments on the latest bank base rate decision. 
"Another month with the bank base rate staying at 
0.5% means we have now had two years without a 
change. 

February's meeting showed that we are slowly mov¬ 
ing towards a rate rise as three members voted for an 
increase. We do not know the outcome of the March 
meeting as yet, but the doves have won the battle to 
keep the interest rates at the current level for another 
month. 

There have been suggestions that the rise in the 
base rate is looking more likely to take effect in May. 
By then the next set of inflation data will already have 
been published and we will have a clearer under¬ 
standing of which direction inflation will be heading. 

At the moment the economy is still seen as fragile 
but there are expectations that there will be growth 
within the first quarter of the year. But with the rise in 
the base rate looking more likely this may result in any 
growth being hard to maintain, which is clearly wor¬ 
rying for the policy setters. 

With regards to how mortgages are being affected 
the average fixed mortgage rates edged up again in 
February the average 2 & 5 year fixed rates now stand 
at 4.58% and 5.66% respectively, up by 0.09% and 
0.25% from the previous month.The average two year 
tracker has fallen back to the lowest ever level at 
3.40% down by 0.13% from the previous month. 

We are seeing that borrowers are again increasingly 
opting for the peace of mind that fixed rates offer with 
more than three quarters arranging their mortgages 
on this basis during February. 

The number of remortgages rose again in February 
and is now at the highest level since 2008. As we 
move towards a rise in the base rate, we believe more 
borrowers will look for the relative that remortgaging 
to fixed rates can provide. However a number of re¬ 
mortgage borrowers are still opting for the tracker 
deals because of the value they offer, but many will 
be doing this with the reassurance that they can 
switch to a fixed rate without penalty if and when 
rates rise too high and or too quickly.

SOME people may 
walk past Bilbys in 
Crewkerne every day 
and not realise what a 
treasure is in their 
midst. Nestled in the 
old Red Lion Hotel 
building on Market 

Street, the coffee shop which has been there for 
ten years, retains the original decorative tiled en¬ 
trance and interior flooring of wood and tile as 
well as the stained glass windows to the rear. 

Bilbys is a place of choices, the first being 
where to sit; there is a central dining area of 12 
round wooden tables with low lighting, in the 
style of the eolde tea shoppei which will seat 
four on each. The bay window table is very pop¬ 
ular with people watchers and despite looking 
out onto a busy street,the traffic sound is a only 
a gentle hum. If you need more space, there is a 
brighter side room with oblong tables that can 
be pushed together and can be booked for fam¬ 
ily parties or a private conference, when the ad¬ 
joining door can be closed. 

There is also a large family table off to the other 
side of the counter and open plan kitchen area 
which is in the main part of the cafE which is 
very popular. There is a side entrance under 
the archway, which is disabled and buggy 
friendly and Bilbys has its Crewkerne Dis¬ 
abled Action Group diploma of approval, as 
well as the top number five grading in 
newly issued national hygiene certifi¬ 
cation.There is a unisex toilet with 
the thoughtful addition of a 
stool for the younger customers 
to use. 

The acoustics are good, ab 
sorbing the sound of the 
coffee machine which can ^ 
be quite deafening in 
some cafes, and there is 
no background music so 
customers can relax and 
have a chat or perhaps 
catch up on the paper or a mag¬ 
azine from one of range pro 
vided for their use. The walls are 
decorated with work by local

artists, some of which 
can be purchased and 
copies of original pho¬ 
tos of the Red Lion in 
times past. 

Jane and Tris 
Pinkney and their staff 
are always friendly 
and they provide full table service. There is a 
background sound of light laughter and friendly 
banter as customers come and go, creating a feel 
good factor which brings them a steady trade in 
regulars, especially for the all-day breakfast( 
which includes optional black pudding) 

Their menu provides for all tastes, including 
the usual things you would expect from a coffee 
shop such as sandwiches and baguettes, 
toasties, cream teas, jacket potatoes and quiche 
and the breakfast options, but there is also 
homemade soup with imaginative combina¬ 
tions such as parsnip and apple or carrot and co¬ 
riander and traditional fare with a twist such as 
cottage pie with wholegrain mustard mash or 
beef and mushroom with a parsnip mash top¬ 
ping. 

Two ladies sitting next to me 
were regulars and they had the 
ham and cheese toasty with 
wholemeal bread and a piece 
of cherry and almond cake. The 
1 toasty was evenly browned 
with a decent amount of filling 
which they said was delicious and 
so filling the cake had to be 
shared.Two more ladies said they 
highly recommended the quiche 
and salad. 

I am not a big eater and nor¬ 
mally would not sit down to 
three courses in the evening let 
alone at lunchtime but I had to 
try a range of the food so 
opted for a starter of the pot¬ 
ted Somerset smokies at 
£4.95 which is also avail¬ 
able as a main for £6.80. 
My main course was Pork 
and cider casserole with a 
trinity of vegetables £6.80

and I thought I should try the cream tea rather 
than a dessert which was £4.25. Each of these 
were a meal in themselves and it was extremely 
difficult to have to send some of it back but I 
simply couldnit have eaten it all. 

The smokies arrived in a ramekin and consisted 
of smoked haddock cooked in cream with toma¬ 
toes and onion, topped with melted cheddar. It 
was a brave move on my part as smoked fish 
often sits with me all day, but this was was an ex¬ 
tremely pleasant experience which I intend to 
repeat as a light lunch sometime. The fish was 
moist and flaky, with a subtle smokiness, the 
cheese on the top was sufficient for taste en¬ 
hancement without being an overpowering 
flavour in itself. This could also be said for the 
tomato sauce which was not so creamy as to be 
rich and sickly but was a good compliment to 
the fish. It came with two decent chunky slices 
of bread and a side salad of green leaves, cucum¬ 
ber and tomato with a portion of beautifully 
creamy homemade coleslaw, garnished with a 
slice of orange. Very pleasing to the eye and very 
fresh to the tongue. 

The pork had been marinated in scrumpy cider 
and slow cooked making it flake away with a 
sweetness to the flavour and not a hint of 
grease. It came as chunks in a bowl swimming in 
its own gravy with pieces of apple baked in it 
and roasted carrots onions and parsnips on the 
top. These were beautifully caramelized but still 
retaining a little crunch and still juicy. This again 
was served with chunky bread and salad. 

The cream tea is again something I do not nor¬ 
mally partake of,I havenit eaten cream for years 
as I used to find clotted particularly far too rich. 
I really liked the cream at Bilbys,it was a good

texture and a very pleasant flavour,not too rich 
at all and had I not been so full I could easily 
have eaten all of it. The scone were ample in size 
and not uniform which I much prefer,proving 
they are truly homemade and not off a produc¬ 
tion line, one plain and one sultana. The straw¬ 
berry jam Jane confessed was not homemade, 
purists I know would probably like the chunks 
of strawberries but they are trying to keep costs 
down where possible and jam is an expensive 
commodity .The flavour was still there and it was 
firm enough to spread nicely,lets face it some 
homemade jams are not well set and dangerous 
eating in public. 

Everything Bilbys provide on the menu can 
also be taken away, if you bring in a plate or a 
container you can take home a whole dinner if 
you want. Tris and Jane also do a lot of outside 
catering for parties. 

Local ingredients are sourced as much as pos¬ 
sible and Jane spends a lot of her time baking 
for the vast array of cakes on offer, they also sup¬ 
ply their other shop in llminster. So if she does 
seem a little distracted at times, itis because she 
always has the oven going next door. 

As a working woman on the go, I donit always 
stop and eat sensibly and one thing I noticed, 
having stopped for lunch properly and eating 
healthy food, I felt much more energised for the 
rest of the and had no craving for chocolate or 
other snacks.
